ILLINOIS 
TO AID 

KANSAS 

By unanimous vote tho Illinois house of 
representatives voted Tuesday to lend tbe 
state of Kansas 8100,000 to aid it in its 
fight against tho Standard Oil company. 

By.a similar vote the house provided for 
a joint committee to confer with the. au- 
thorities of Kansas and ascertain bow fur- 
ther assistance can be given by Illinois. 

This committee .is also thoroughly to 
investigate tbe pipe line now. being built 
by the Standard Oil company in Illinois 
and to draft any legislation needed for its 
regulation. 

Both these resolutions will have to go to 
the senate for concurrence, but tbe senti- 
ment In that body is held to be such that 
approval is predicted when the votes are 
taken Thursday. 

The resolution providing for a loon of 
1 100,000 was introduced by Representative 
Charles* A. Allen of Vermilion county, a 
republican. Its text follows: 

Whereas, The Standard Oil company, 
ia spirit of retaliation for an effort on . the 
part of. the state of Kansas ' legislature to 
enact some wholaome anti-monopoly reg- 
ulations, has announced that it will buy no 
more crude oil produced in that state; 

Whereas, Efforts are being made to es" 
tabllsh a system of state oil refineries by 
which Kansas producers may hare their 
crude oil refined and made ready for market, 
bringing to paBs the spirit of their slogan, 
Kansas oil for Kansas, and thereby placing 
an effectual curb on tbe power of that mor-. 
*ite*s octupua whose tentacles now encircle 
every state in the union and force from tho 
people an unwilling tribute to enrich soul- 
less managers of that grasping corporation; 

Resolved, That Illinois, the state of those 
great liberators— Lincoln, Lovejoy, Logan 
and Oglesby— join hands with Kansas, the 
state of those other liberators— John Brown 
and Jim Lane— in on effort to emancipate 
the people from a condition of absolute de- 
pendence on tho greed of tho Standard Oil 
company; and, 

Resolved, That the state of Illinois Jehd 
to the state of Kansas the sum of #100,000, 
to used in assisting to establish a system 
of refineries, to bo repaid at any time prior 
to Jan, 1, 1011, without interest. Said 
loan to be mode under and by the direction 
of tho governor, secretary of state, auditor 
and treasurer. of illipois.

Should he Approved by All Country 

Merchants and Will lie a Benefit 

In Many Ways 

Country merchants should approve tbe 
proposal' of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow, designed to put an end to 
the agitation for a parcel poet system In 
tbe United States and conceived In tbq 
interest of rural retailers. Briefly, General 
Briatow's plan is to permit rural mail car- 
riers to receive small packages originating 
only at the post offices from which their 
routes start, and deliver them for tho small 
fee of three cents a pound. 

Retail merchants doing busines's in towns 
from which rural routes radiate would thus 
be enabled to supply their country customers 
with goods at a low cost, which would 
naturally give them a considerable advanl*' 
age over the catalogue houses, which would 
be compelled to pay the full existing rate 
on merchandise, 10 cents per pound. 

It is to be hoped General Bristow's re- 
commendation will receive favorable action 
as the results would be important and 
beneficial. For Instance, farmers who be- 
lieve a parcels post should be established 
would be satisfied, the rural delivery would 
become a benefit instead of on injury to 
towns and villages from which ' tbe routes 
radiate, and rural retailers would have tbe 
advantage they are justly entitled to in 
serving tbe wants .of neighboring con- 
sumers. 

General Bristow ontlines bis ptan ni 
follows : " With the establishment of rural 
mall delivery, nnd the increasing extension 
of rural telephone service by private inter? 
ests, there has grown up n demand by the 
patrons of rural service for tbe delivery 'of 
small packages of merchandise, such as 
food stuffs, tobacco, dry good*, drags, etc., 
on an order to the local merchant by postal 
card, telephone, or otherwise. Tbe value 
of these packages of merchandise is usually 
small, and the present rate of postage of 1 
cent per ouace is practically prohibitive. 
The patron or merchant cannot afford to 
pay 1G centB for the delivery of a pound of 
coffee or tobacco, or similar article, but if 
a special rute were established, on suclr 
matter from the distributing office for de- 
livery to nny patron on the rural routes 
from that office it would be a great con- 
to the patrons and become a source \ of 
revenue to the department. 

"It is therefore recommended that the 
Congress fix a rale of 3 cents per pound, or 
nny fractional part thereof, on packages of 
books and merchandise not exceeding five 
pounds mailed at the distributing post- 
office of any rural free-delivery route for 
delivery to a patron on said route. This 
rate should apply 1 only to packages deposit- 
ed at tho local postoffice for delivery to 
patronB on routes emanattng from that 
office and not to mail transmitted from one 
office to another. The rate oE 3 cents per 
pound would be ample renuraeralion for 
the department, because there is no expense 
for railway transportation, and the system 
by which these packages are to be delivered 
is already established, and such delivery 
would entail no additional, expense upon 
tbe department, A special stamp cohla be 
provided for this class of mall matter. 1 ' 

It will be noticed that tho service pro- 
posed is strictly local, and General Bristow 
has stated that the government "could not 
think of extending it beyond the limits, of 
the rural routes." i t 

Strong opposition from catalogue houses 
is expected, but kicks from 'tbnt quarter 
aren't likely, to bo given serious considera- 
tion, for /one. of General Bristaw*s chief 
objects' is' to remedy, the injurious effects of 
the rural delivery upon the business oE th] 
country merchants.

TRYING TO 
CATCH A 
PORPOISE 

Perhaps some of our Antioch friends 
might like to know something about the 
party that left Antioch last December ■ for 
tbe South and the object thcy.had in going. 
The main object was to get away from the 
cold, but in this we were not entirely suc- 
cessful as we have bad some quite cold 
weather here, not as cold as in Illinois, as 
it hardly ever freezes here and we have 
no snow,, just a little frost on two or three 
mornings, but bad tots of rain and cloudy 
wea>her, much, more so than lost winter. 

We are located at tbe extreme southern 
part of Alabama, about half way between 
Mobile. Alabama, and Pensocola, Florida', 
Our place ia on a little bny with an outlet 
to the gulf, and in plain view of the gulf. 
We often see U. 9. torpedo boats 'go past, 
besides many other largo steam and sniiing 
vessels. Our little bay is just alive with 
fish and sea birds. It is an interesting 
sight to sit on tbe bench and watch tbe 
Porpoisa and Pelicans catch .fish. They 
are not in the least .afraid. The Pelicans 
will approach within twenty feet of us and 
we could easily knock tbem over with a 
Fish pole. The Porpoise are great big 
follows aad would tip tbe beam at a thous- 
and pounds. I expect they are obliged to 
come to the surface to breathe about once 
a minute. . We have tried, our best to 
capture one, but so for have not been able 
to do so. I now have a plan which I think 
wilt work. * I. have taken a very large hook 
and lipo, attached the line to a soap box 
and at tho other end of tbe box I have tied 
another strong line with about a twenty 
pound anchor_ at t&cbment, wbich will allow 
him to drag tbe box and anchor to a cer- 
tain extent, but will soon tire him out and 
we will ''be ' able to shoot him, T had one 
on the hook this morning but he was not 
hooked good and he got away. We get 
plenty of fish and the finest .oysters. We 
now have on band twojpj.three barrels of 
oysters, which we put iri tho edge of the 
uvaser, wher>) the^ will keep alive until we 
want to use them. There is not much 
game here except seebirds, and they are 
.too strongly tainted with fish to make good 
eating. 

/Although this is an old settled country 
there, are hot three families living within 
three miles oE us. It* is very wild' looking 
and one would not suppose that. there was 
anJoM lfvlog within fifty miles, aa it is an 
unbroken forest of pine, extending for. fifty 
miles oh each side of us, .except on the 
south which is the gulf side.' There is no 
farming donqV.here"ewept ; perhaps they 
piight raise u few awc^tjibqlatpcB and a

Defendants Surprised, but Persist 
That They Hare Kept Well With- 
in the Law. 

After months of silent and secret prepar- 
ation the United States government opened 
hostilities Tuesday against tbe meat pack- 
ers by serving subpoenas upon heads of 
departments and other employes of the 
various firms, commanding them to appear 
before the federal grand jury, which will 
convene in Chicago on March 20, 

A concerted attack was made by deputy 
United States marshals m fifteen other 
cities than Chicago where branch houses 
of the packing firms are located, and be- 
fore night 185 subpoenas bad been served. 

Tbe opening gun signalized the begin- 
ning of a determined prosecution of vio- 
lators of Judm Groascup's injunction, 
restraining packers from certain acts which 
would In violation of the anti-trust law, 
an order which recently was sustained by 
the United States Supreme Court. The 
injunction restrained tbe packers from 
compelling their agents to stop bidding; 
from limiting supplies to agents or local- 
ities; from lowering, fixing or raisinfr 
prices, and from dividing territory or en- 
forcing uniform rules as to credits and 
charges. 

It is tbe firm belief of the Department of 
Justice at Washington that sufficient evi- 
dence lias been obtained as a result of the 
investigation conducted last. summer by 
agents of Commissioner Garfield of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor to 
insure the indictment, conviction and im- 
prisonment of a number of packers. 

Tbe law provides a penalty oE either a 
fine not exceeding $5,000, imprisonment 
not exceeding one year, or both, for viola- 
tions of the anti-trust law. Punishment 
for violation oE the Grosscnp injunction 
would be at the discretion of the court 
under contempt proceedings. 

A complete surprise was conveyed to the 
Chicago packers by the action of the feder- 
al authorities. Attorney John S. Miller, 
special counsel for the packers, confessed 
that neither be nor bis d inula had any in- 
formation as to. the' purposes of the gov- 
ernment in serving the subpoenas. 

Mr. Miller in a statement declared that 
the packers bad been observing the 
injunction in good faith and had been 
afford ins- every possible facility to tbe 
governments inves igatora in their search 
for tbe facta bearing upon the conduct of 
tbe packing business. 

United States District Attorney Bethea 
is understood however to be in possession of 
evidence supporting the charge that not a 
single packing firm has kept within the 
law during the Inst twelve months or more. 
It may develope that the packers have un- 
wittingly broken the injunction, for their 
employes number into the thousands and 
comprire men of all grades of intelligence. 

Tbe best information obtainable is that 
agents of Armour, Swift add Morris have 
been doing business in defiance of the law, 
in spite of admonitions from the heads of 
departments, and that Schwnrachild & 
Sulzberger have been the most fid grant of- 
fenders.

This announcement, made, without any 
bravado, has sent fresh terror to the royal 
family and tbe bureaucracy and precaution* 
have been redoubled'in the hope-that the 
impending blow may be averted. 

So mysterious is the working of tbe 
tribunal that has decreed death that none 
feel safe. Tbe aisossin of Sergius evinces 
a profound contempt for everything and 
everybody. When pressed to answer ques- 
tions he said all the efforts of the authori- 
ties would avail nothing. 

Regarding his motives, the assassin said 
he* only acted in the interests of an op- 
pressed people. He considered the deed 
was an act of duty. The grand dukes had 
for years violated every cannon of ordinary 
decency and ruined the country while ex- 
ploiting the weak will oE the' emperor for 
their own ends. They had made him a 
tyrant so that the people execrate him. 

He was aware that the emperor was an 
innocent dupe, and his party had decided 
to deliver the emperor from the evil influ- 
ences surrounding him in the hope that he 
some day would' join the movement and 
become bead of a national government 
based on western lines. Neither the police 
nor their spies, the assassin added, will be 
able to protect those who ore doomed to 
death.

To 
get yonr hogs ready for mnrket they 
should he on full feed of com; but 
nfter they nro ns fat ns they enn be 
without detraction from their comfort, 
put them on tho market nt once, for 
they nre unsafe to keep, hecntiKo hogs 
fattened on tho com diet me very ten- 
der nml cannot stand any abuse or tils- 
easo. The hogs kept for breeding pur- 
poses si i mild never be put on corn diet, 
but require feed that bus more bono 
nnd muscle-prod licit ig qtmllty, Keep a 
few more good brood sows; they will 
prove to he the best Investment on 
the farm before nuother year Is gone. 
Don't waste good corn by f ceiling it to 
hoga In tho mud.. Yonr hogs will be 
worth tho extra cost of n feeding 
trough. Try keeping an account with 
your hogs; charge them with every- 
thing they cat nud give them credit 
for everything they bring In, nnd you 
will be surprised to see how much bet- 
ter they pay than any other animal on 
the farm. All kinds of stock are a 
source of profit ou a good farm,. And 
the fanner who thinks he can leave oft 
stock growing In sure lo Hnd bis mis-

Whitewash tuny often be applied tt 
fruit trees, especially npplo trees, to 
good advantage. For this piwpose the 
brine may be slaked In the usual man- 
ner witn com water, though hot water 
Is pre ic ruble for that purpose. By add- 
ing Borne Bkimmllk to the wnBli It can 
bo made to adhere bettor to the bark. 
To make It adhere still better, some 
people add a. thin solution of gluo to 
the wash. This whitewash should be 
of such a consistency ns to ho easily 
applied with a spray pump, nnd the 
application should be made In tlic 
spring, It aids in keeping off fungoue 
discuses and Insect pests.

Vint Victory for Tate*. 
The Insertion of this clause In tbe 
primary election bill Is generally ad- 
mitted to be the first victory of former 
Governor Yates hi his candidacy for 
United States senntor. The former 
executive has made a complete can- 
vass of the atate of Illinois twice In 
the last four years and Is probably 
more widely known from one end of 
Illinois to tbe other than any other 
member of his party. Besides, he has 
the reputation and record of a whirl- 
wind campaigner, with a personal 
magnetism that Is a source of marvel 
to even his closest friends, On the 
other hand. Senator Cullom, who will 
be a candidate for re-election and 
who, up to the present time. Is the 
only person aside from former Gov- 
ernor Yates who la mnklng a cam- 
paign for the office, has been away 
from the -state for so long tbnt his ac- 
quaintance Is practically limited to tbe 
politicians nnd active party workers.

bill, it the request of Governor De- 
neen, influenced by former Governor 
Yates. ' . 

Not Con ■ trued as Binding. 

Under the constitution of the United 
State* all senators must be elected by 
the legislatures, so that no action 
taken by the voters of any pnrty In 
s primary election can be considered 
binding, further than the will of a 
legislator ex tends In the mater of vot- 
ing tbe sentiments of his constituents, 
For this reason the clause Inaerted In 
the bill Is stated to be "purely far tbe 
purpose of ascertaining the sentiment 
of the voters" and. is not to be' con- 
strued as binding on the members of 
the legislature. *; 

"While both the principal. parties ere 
practically agreed upon this provision 



of the primary election Mil, there sn 
ether clauses that will arouse uncom- 
promising opposition. Chief among 
these Is the stipulation of "majority" 
and "plurality" nominations. The Re- 
publican bill, ns reported out, provides 
for -"mnjority" nominations. The 
Democrats will antagonize this feat- 
ure, contending that a "plurality" 
nomination should prevail, because a 
"mnjorlty* 1 nomination will, In nearly 
every Instance, result In throwing thfi 
matter of nominating upon the con- 
vention following tbe primary. Espe> 
dally will Ihla be the result, It is point- 
ed out, where more than two candi- 
dates aspire for tho same nomination. 

Borne Hadlcal Changes. 

Several ' weeks ago I gave the rend- 
ers of this paper an outline of the pro- 
visions of the primary election bill, as 
it was drnf ted by the Republican trtate 
central committee, with the assistance 
of Governor Deneen, Lien tenant- Got- 
emor Sherman and Attorney -General 
Stead. Some of these provisions have 
been radically changed. Tho first sec- 
tion of the measure has been amended 
to remove from the provisions of the 
bill all thestnte officers except tbat 
of governor. It la provided that a 
candidate For governor shall file a peti- 
tion with the proper authorities 
which sht 11 be signed by at least 2 pec 
cent, of the voters of the majority of 
the districts In at least ten of the 
counties of the state. Tha petition 
must be filed i* least thirty days be- 
fore the primary election. 

Candidates for county officers shall 
file with the county clerk, not "less 
than thirty days before a primary 
election, petitions to have their names 
placed on the primary ballots, such 
petitions to be signed by at least 2 
peT.cent. of tbe voters of tha county. 

Important ProTlitona. 

Some of the Important provisions of 
the measure are as follows: 

Hereafter the nomination of candi- 
date!! for governor, representatives In 
congress, members of the general as- 
sembly and county officers by all pollti. 
cal parties, ns defined in this net, shall 
be "made through the means of a 
primary election, under the regula- 
tions herein provided. This aet shall 
not apply to nominations of candidates 
Tor Judges of the supreme,, circuit and 
superior courts. 

A political pnrty shnll raenn one 
which cast for its candldnle for gov- 
ernor nt least 10 per cent, of the totnl 
"vote cast at the Inst proceeding state 
election. 

Primary elections shall be held on 
the second Saturday In April in any 
year. The polls shnll be open from 7 
a, m. until 7 p. m. 

County conventions shnll be held on 
the Wednesday following the pri- 
maries. 

There shall be one delegate to the 
state convention for each 400 hundred 
votes cast, or mnjor fraction thereof, 
as shown by the Inst preceding presi- 
dential election. There shnll be one 
delegate to the county contention for 
ench 200 votes cast nt said election. 

There shnll be two regular challeng- 
ers appointed by the' prlmnry' commit- 
teeman, provided, however, tbnt on 
petition signed by ten or more voters 
of nny primary district, nn additional 
challenger may be appointed. 

The term of a prlmnry committee- 
man shall be two years. 

No state, congressional or senatorial 
convention shnll hereafter he held In 
any year before the first dny of May, 
except where a county Is a senatorial 
district and then the convention shall 
be held on the Barac dny as the county 
convention and tbe delegates to tbe 
county contention shall nominate the 
senatorial candidates. All other sena- 
torial conventions shall be held on tbe 
second Tuesday of May In any year 
and all congressional conventions shall 
be 'held on the third Tuesdsy In May 
in any year.

CItII Serrlce Bill. 

Dr. N'ordoo's state civil service bill 
wns reported out by the bouse commit- 
tee on civil service Frldny and was 
advanced to second rending. This is 
the first of several civil Bervlce meas- 
ures to be acted upon by tbe commit- 
tee. 

One of the hills Introduced last week 
which attracted more thnn ordinary In- 
teresting that of Representative Helnl 
of Morgan county, providing for state 
licensing of automobiles. A license fee 
of (2 Is provided, the license to be. 
Issued by the secretary of state, upon 
the application of the owner of the 
"motor vehicle." In addition to the 
licensing feature, the measure fixes 
stringent speed limits upon the opera- 
tion of Automobiles. A speed of one 
mile In four minutes la permissible on 
rural roads, in villages and the resi- 
dence portion of the cities tbe speed 
shall not exceed one mile Id six min- 
utes, while In business districts, or, as 
the bill states, "where tbe territory 
contiguous Is closely built op," the 
speed shall not exceed one mile In 1 ten 
minute*. 

Stringent Anti -Trust Act, \ 

An anti-trust net, with provisions 
►ore stringent than those of the old 
law, which was declared unconstitu- 
tional, has been Introduced In the 
house by Representative M, L. Me 
Klnley of Coot county. The measure 
follows, In the main, the provisions on 
the anti-trust act of 1803, which wan 
declared Invalid by the supreme court 
of IllnolB, because of a clause ex- 
empting agricultural products and live 
stock ttoxn the provisions of the meas- 
ure, which made It class legislation. 
Tbe objectionable clsust Is eliminated 
from the new bill. In this measure, 
too, it Ib made mandatory upon the 
state's attorney or attorney general to 
Institute quo warrants proceedings un- 
der the set, upon complaint of any per- 
son, whereas under tho former net this 
was 'optional with tbe official. The 
penalty provided for violation of the' 
act Is a- fine of from 12,000 to f 6,000 
and Imprisonment from one to ten 
years.

Two Men Throw a Hoitib Under- Ills 
Car rinse, « Violent Kx pi anion Fol- 
lows ami tlie Czar's Uncle !■ Picked 
Up Dead- Amount im Arrested, 



Grnnd Duko Serglus, uncle of C?.nr 
Nicholas II., nml branded us "HubsIii'h 
evil genius," wns aasassl tinted ut 
Moscow on Friday. Ho was killed 
by n bomb which. was hurled beneath 
his carriage ns he was driving through 
tho Nlcotski gate of the Kremlin. The 
Kreat Slav tyrant was literally blown 
to bits. Ills body wua terribly man- 
gled. The carriage wns blown to frag- 
ments of shattered wood. The bomb 
wns thrown by one of two men who 
were In cabs. The Instrument of death 
was hurled Just ns their vehicles 
came close to tho Grand mike's car- 
riage. Both men were themselves In- 
jured by the terrlllc explosion of tha 
deadly bomb. Soldiers and police ef- 
fected their arrest, the nssasslns drip- 
ping with blood from their wound* ns 
they were hurried uwny to prison. 

Whilo soldiers, hurried from tho 
Kremlin courts, formed n cordon 
about the bloody spectacle throngs of 
citizens charged the troops again nnd 
again, shouting: "I town wJth the op- 
pressor!" Tho whole city seemed on 
thehrlnk of a bloody uprising, fierghis' 
assassination has loosed the spirit of 
Anarchy which his oppression nnd 
brutal tactics ns Governor General of 
Moscow nlded so much to develop. IIo 
pnln sentence nf death to tho Nihilists 
who long ago branded hi in for nssua- 
Blnatlou. 

Grnnd Duke Serglns, sented In his 
carriage, wns driving from the histori- 
cal museum to the Kremlin Palnce.

Career of Oppression Nntned Illra as 
"ttuaala'a Kvll aenhi»," 

No member of the royal family of Rus- 
sia wns more tinted nnd feared than 
Grand Duko Serglus, who met tils fate at 
tho hands of nn assassin. Tho hntred 
wns not conlined In the middle and lower 
classes. It extended to the nobility, and 
even found Its way to the Ciar's house- 
hold. IIu was cnlled "Russia's evil 
genius" nnd was charged by the Czar's 
friends nnd foes alike with being th» 
present cause of Russia's political vow 
and troubles. 

Of all the grand ducal party Scrglas 
was the most tinted, feared and loathed 
by the Russian people. As Governor 
General of Moscow, his ruthless tyranny 
nnd hnrshncss were equaled only by his 
Inordinate capacity for grafting. For 
many years his nrm has been In the pub-

The royal carriage hud just passed 
the law courts nnd was approaching 
the N'lcolskl gnte, when two cnlw, 
driven nt top speed, suddenly whirled 
along In tho wake of the royal equip- 
age. The cnbs rapidly overtook tha 
Duke's conveyance, attracting little 
attention, however. Just ns the two 
cabs were nbrenst tho Duke's ear- 
rlnge the bomb was thrown. 
Tho deadly missile fell Just be- 
neath the royal carriage, explod- 
ing almost the Instant It touched 
the ground. The ronr wns deafening. 
Police nnd soldiery reached the scene 
to tlnd the two men who are charged 
with hurling the bomb wounded, A 
mass of twisted, shattered wreck ng» 
wns nil that remained of tho Grand 
Duke's conveyance, splinters of wood 
nnd bits of steel hnvlng pierced his. 
mangled, torn body. 

The Kremlin stands high nhove the 
remainder of the city, nnd the explo- 
sion of the bomb, spreading its death 
and destruction, seemed to rouse 
Moscow from end to end: Street 
crowds formed In nn Instant, ns if by 
mnglc, Strikers and workmen fought 
the police nnd, hearing thnt death had 
come to their "evil genius," shouted 
In glorification nnd made threats of 
attempting the delivery of tho assas- 
sins, Through street after Btreet riot 
ran as tho news of the assassination 
spread. 

Troops were deployed along every 
approach to beat back tho mobs. Ar- 
rests were mado wholesale from the 
tlrsL Charges are made by tho police 
that students wcro behind the asaas- 
^nation conspiracy, 

Four times within a few months 
Serglus' life has been attempted. Uo 
was Inst shot at In the railway sta- 
tion at Moscow, being then in com- 
pany with General Trepoff.

Many 
n peasant had Ids cow sold for taxes, 
had lost his chief menus of life, so that 
Serglus nnd Ills infamous , associates 
might the more gorgeously gild their 
halls of debauchery. The cruel, blind; In- 
aptitude of Serglus. llio* Coventor, was 
obscured in the minds of Russian people 
by the abysmal depravity of Serglus, the 
man. "Thnt Hcllognbnlus" was tho com- 
mon nickname of the dead grand duke. 

The Grand Duchess Serglus was re- 
spected throughout the empire, and es- 
pecially In tttc province of Moscow, 
where she lived. During the last three 
months she has received through the 
mulls n uumber of typewritten circulars 
warning her not to appear in public 
with tho Grand Duke, as he wns to he 
assassinated. Fortunately tor herself, it 
appears thnt the duchess heeded the 
wurniujr, fur she was not driving with 
her husband when lie was killed, 

Much as Russia feels relieved at tha 
suppression of the unspeakable Serglus, 
a correspondent says, It Is doubtful 
whether the empiro has as great cause 
for rejoicing ns 'Hie wife of the dead 
monster. Stic was fully awaro of his 
character, and for years tlie' Imperial 
couple had not lived together, although 
occupying tho same paitice.

Fowls, are 
ci hi ml much suffering nud annoyance 
from the attacks of Insects, several 
varieties of which make a specialty hi 
particular, of preying upon and annoy- 
ing our dm ues I leu ted varieties of 
fowls. One form of Insect attacks the 
leg, getting a. lodgment In the scaly 
covering, and soon producing an un- 
sightly uppenninee known im "scaly 
legs." Kerosene is the usual remedy', 
and la the proper one when rightly ap- 
plied, oa it does tho work effectually, 
but Improperly applied It sometimes 
causes' serious trouble. The proper 
time to upply this kerosene Is in the 
daytime, and Hie proper way Is to 
cither dip the shank In or paint tho 
remedy on with a stunll brush; In 
cither ease enru should be taken not 
to allow the oil to reach tho body, 



'Feeding the llojrs New Corn. 
The idea that cholera will, be 
brought on by the feeding of new corn 
to hogs is uot correct, although It Is 
safe to say that tho effect of tho new 
corn on the syateiu; of the hog Jays the 
nnimnl open to attacks of nny disease, 
nud If cholera is within reach tbo nni- 
mnl is likely to contract It. Tbo best 
plan of lumdllug the corn problem for 
hogs Is to carry over Diilllcleiit bo that 
the Benson's corn need not be fed tin til 
folly' matured, but if this cannot be 
done tlio next best thing I* to buy old 
corn rather than run any risk of feed- 
ing the new crop. ■Even when tho 
new crop seems \vplt ripened, It must 
be fed with care. Vm it sparingly for 
kwhlle, put Uug, other grains with it 
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ami only increasing the quantity of 
Hie corn us ime sees It is. doing no 
linn it. fine tu feeding new com, ns 
suggested, limy mean the lives of tho 
hogs.

The spoils nf war ami tne tribute of 
vassal kings largely consisted of 
sheep. Thus wo rend Hint Mcslui, 
king uf Monb, was a sheep muster, 
and rendered uutn the King of Israel 
Kit 1.1 hiu in nibs and Kid.tKK) rains with 
(be wool. Moses nfter bis victory over • 
tlie Mhihinltcs obtained as loot no 
less than l>7. r i,li(M) sueep, and long bc- 
fnre tho Christ Inn ern sheep were cul- 
tivated in western Europe. Spain nnd 
Italy possessed them from an un- 
known period, although long after. 
Itmne was founded the Inhabitants 
had nut ten rued how to shear Hiu 
fleece; and until the time of Pliny, 
the practice of plucking it frmn tbo 
skin was not wholly nlinniloned. 

Illnklnti PoNturcd Alfalfa. 

In reply tu uu liuptlry, Professor 
Ten llyek says: 

I ih ink It would lie advisable to disk 
the Held nf nifnirn which you de- 
scribe. Immediately after cutting and 
taking off the crop, or If the alfalfa 
has hi'cii pastured closely It tuny not 
be necessary to cut It, although the 
cutting will usually cause it tn start 
inure readily and evenly. After pas- 
turing nil summer, doubtless the soil 
uf this field is linn n ml compact and 
needs loosening, if the ground is rea- 
sonably moist ur If yon can disk soon 
ufier n ruin, the surface can be ioos- 
ened uiul a soil mulch produced which 
will aerate the soil, conserve the soli- 
uiolsture and favor n renewed growth, 
nf the til fill fa.

Wo prefer 
to cross-disk mid follow with, the 
smoothing harrow, In order to break 
the (dials, level the surface and leave 
a good soil nml eh, The harrow also 
assists In pulling out and destroying 
the crab-grass and other # weeds to 
some extent. 

At this station we have practiced 
disking after each cutting during the 
season with no bad results, but us a 
rule I prefer to disk alfalfa early In 
tlie spring or Immediately after the 
third or fourth cutting In the hitter 
part of the summer or early In tho 
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I'llUinr tlie Ice House. 

It costs about $£i. often 
to till a li Hi-ton ice house. In 
summer with ice ut 23 cents 
pounds It would cost $100 for' 
and every farmer with a medium 
dairy will use this much.

The Ice should be put 
up widle It Is very cold, as when it- 
Is Hiu wing the Ice Is wet and bad to- 
handle. The lee should be sawed out 
In squares Just large enough so that 
oue until can bundle a block easily. 

Ice l inoks should be used to pull the 
blocks of Ice out of the -water. The- 
Ice should be laid In u solid muss la 
the ice house, pounding pieces of Icfi 1 
In the cracks and Joints so as to make 
the mass solid, Snow is. better if It 
can he had. 

After a layer lias been put down, 
cover with snow uu inch or ho deep, 
then begin luyliig the next layer. If 
there Is no snow this may he omitted. 
After tho house. Ih tilled, throw two, or 
three buckets of water on tbo Icollto 
wet It ho that It will freeze hi n solid 
mass? it- Is then ready to cover with 
sawdiiBt. 

Place about a foot of sawdust on 
the floor of tho building before put- 
ting In tbu ice. heave a space of , .1 
foot between the Ice and walls for 
HiiwduBt, also cover the ice 1 foot deep.
